Murder Trial 


INTEREST RIVIVES IN FAMOUS CASE 


Herkimer, N. Y., Nov. 26.—Dis- 


trict Attorney 'Ward today for the 
first time since the trial of Chester B. 
Gillette began, called a witness to 
the stand who testified that Grace 
Brown was murdered. 
Dr. A. O. 


Douglass, of Little Falls, one of the 
physicians who performed the au- 
topsy on Grace Brown's body, occu- 
pied the witness chair for nearly 
three hours and in the course of his 
testimony he swore that the body 
had many marks of violence, 
un- 


doubtedly inflicted before the body 
entered the water. 


Dr. Douglass suggested several 


blows that the girl received before 
her immersion in the lake. 
One o£ 


these blows, he said, loosened one 
of the girl's teeth and cut and 
swelled her lips; another blow rup- 
tured the blood vessels of the cheek 
and caused an exterior discoloration 
and most, serious blow of all which 
caused the concussion of the brain 
and either killed the girl outright or 
so stunned her that she was unable 
to make any effort to save herself 
after she fell in the water. 


Rigid Cross-Examination. 


The condition of the girl's eyes, 


nose, mouth, lungs, bronchial tubes, 
etc., was carefully gone over In a 
rigid cross examination by former 
Senator Mills, Gillette's senior coun- 
sel. 
Dr. Douglass said during-this 


questioning that there were other 
symptoms about Grace Brown's body, 
which la ordinary cases would be 
suggestive ot drowning but when he 
had finished his testimony. 
hr> still 


clung to the declaration that Grace 
Brown died from blows received be- 
fore iiuscrslon. 
He said Gillette's 


tennis racquet was sufficiently heavy 
to cause the injuries he found. 


Great Crowd at Trial. 


The announcement that the physi- 


cians who performed the autopsy on 
the body of Grace Brown, alleged to 
have been slain by Chester Gillette, 


were to take the stand today and tell 
for the first time publicly, what the 
condition of the girl's body actually 
was when found, attracted a larger 
crowd that ever to Herkimer. 
The 


rule established by Judge Devendorf 
that the doors should be closed as 
soon as the seats in the court room 
are all taken Inspired those curious 
to hear the doctors' report to make an 
early start, and up and down the Mo- 
hawk valley, hundreds of persons left 
for the trial immediately 
after 
an 


early breakfast. 
District 
Attorney 


Ward's method of procedure in the 
Gillette case has been somewhat dif- 
ferent than that employed at the av- 
erage murder trial. 


Reversed Usual Procedure. 


Prosecutors usually establish prool 


of death at the outset and then pro- 
ceed with the work of connecting the 
accused with the crime. 
In this In 


stance District Attorney Ward took up 
the story of Grace Brown's 
Ill-fated 


love affair from Its inception, having 
the jury hear the tragic story In nar- 
rative form. He hns shown the early 
fascination of Gillette for Miss Brown, 
the cooling of his affections as he 
found society's doors open to him and 
the girl's appeals to him to right the 
wrong he had done her. 
Thus es- 


tablishing a possible motive, the dis- 
trict attorney took up the trip of Gil- 
lette and Miss Brown, without bring- 
ing forth proof of her death until the 
point In her travels where death en? 
sued was reached, and even today at 
•the opening of court the prosecutor 
had before him the work of proving 
that the girl's death resulted 
from 


murder. 


Injuries Inffllcted Before Death. 
Dr. A. O. Douglass, of Little Falls, 


one nf the physicians who examined 
the autopsy on Grace Brown's body, 
testified today that the injuries found

NO DETAILS OF MISHAP. 


Larger Percentage Found in 


Case of American 


Born Men. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Desertion Is 


on the increase la the United States 
army. The annual report of the mili- 
tary secretary shows that In the year 
ended June 30, there were 6,258 de- 
sertions or 7.4 for every one hundred 
soldiers in tne army. In 1905 the rate 
of desertions was only 6.8 and for 
the three years previous to that time 
the rate of desertion was only 6.1. 
From 1895 to 1904 the average of de- 
sertion was only 4.5 per cent. 
The 


rate of desertion in 1906 was highest 
In the field artillery, 9.2 per cent. The 
cavalry was next with 7.8 per cent. 


White soldiers showed a desertion 


average of 8.4 per cent, while the ne- 
gro soldiers showed an 
average of 


only 2.3 per cent. Twenty-five per cent 
of the desertions were in the 
first 


three months ot the deserters' enlist- 
ment. Ninety per cent of the desert- 
ers were of native birth, and as 89 per 
cent of the enlisted men in 1906 were 
of native birth, the rate of desertion 
among natives and foreigners 
was 


about the same. 


Of the men who deserted in 1906, 


813 have been apprehended and 240 
surrendered to the military author! 
ties. 
The total number of deserters 


convicted 
of desertion, sentenced to 


confinement 
and 
dishonorably dis- 


charged was 628. 


"The number of desertions,"

after which Sharp was found dead in 
a rocking chair In the sitting room.

After half an hour's 
work he se- 


cured approximately $2,000, besides 
several watches and other pieces of 
jewelry. 
The man finally was over- 


powered by E. B. Heywood, the con- 
ductor, who knocked a raised revolver 


'rom 
the robber and forced him to the 


car floor. The 
robber was 
bound, 


made to disgorge and four hours after 
the 
robbery was committed, was 


placed in Jail. 


Same Old Bandit. 


The robber, who said his name was 


Truehart, and that he came from Cal- 
fornia, was recognized by the engi- 
neer as the same man who on Novem- 
ber 9, last. In an exactly similar man- 
ner and at the same place on the road, 
went through the rear sleeper of an 
eastbound Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific overland limited, which on 
this division 
runs 
over the Alton 


tracks. Truehart, who refused to give 
his full name or tell what town he 
came from, said that It was his broth- 
er who held up the Rock Island train. 


The train robbed this morning was 


No. 24, which left Kansas City at 9 
o'clock Sunday night. From Kansas 
City to Mexico, Mo., the train Is run 
over the Alton tracks. At Mexico it Is 
cut In two, the Alton portion contlnu- 
ng to Chicago and the Burlington por-' 
tion going to 8t. Louis. 


Begins Stick Up Game. 


The train reached Slater at mid- 


night and when it started out of that 
place five minutes later, 
Truehart 


boarded the smoking car. 
His eyes 


were covered by a mask- Levelling a 
revolver at two passengers in the seat 
nearest the door, he ordered them to 
pass over their money and valuables 
and to do it quickly. The men com- 
plied and when Truehart placed the 
stuff beneath his belt and proceeded 
to give his command in a loud voice to 
the man in the next seat forward the 
car full of passengers was thoroughly 
aroused and really to comply. When 
the robber had systematically robbed 
the passengers in the smoker of their 
belongings he passed 
to 
the door, 


keeping them 
covered. It 
was a 


twenty-five minute run from Slater to 
Glasgow and he awaited the arrival at 
the latter place. As the train stopped 
at Glasgow he swung off and boarded 
the chair car as it rushed by a mo-' 
ment later. 
Through the chair car 


the robber's tactics 
through 
the 


smoker were repeated. 
Next he en- 


tered a sleeper and began again his 
command to the luckless passengers 
to surrender their valuables. 


Enter the Nervy Conductor. 


Conductor 
Heywood appeared on 


the scene here and Truehart, with the 
command, "throw 
up 
your hands," 


pointed his revolver at the conductor's 
breast Instead of complying the con- 
ductor, quick as a flash, knocked the 
revolver from 
the robber's 
hands, 


threw himself on the man and boro 
him to the car floor. The two men 
struggled fiercely, while the passen- 
gers were Instantly in a panic. Final- 
ly the dozen male passengers in iho 
car came to the conductor's alt) and 
the robber was literally pinned to tho 
floor.

Railroads Must Cut Freight 


Rate on Commercial 


Fertilizer. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 26.—In a- decision 


handed down today the railroad com- 
mission ordered a reduction in the 
freight, rates on commercial fertilizer 
until the rate charged would be not to 
exceed 66 2-3 per cent of the present 
sixth class rate. The decision further 
ordered that the 
Southern Indiana 


pro-rate the charge with other roads. 
The decision is almost exactly in line 
with the demands made gy the peti- 
tioners, the Bash Packing company, 
Fort Wayne; Dockwiler and 
Kings- 


bury and E. Rauh & Sons, both of In- 
dianapolis. 


Victory for the Fort Wayne firm as 


well as for ether manufacturers of fer- 
tilizers shipping their products over 
Indiana railroads Is the outcome of an 
action brought by the Bash company 
for lower freight rates under the con- 
tention that the risk assumed by the 
railroads in carrying the fertilizer is 
very much lower than 
that when 


grain is handled, for the reason that 
the product Is less liable to damage 
and deterioration. 
Bash & Co. were 


represented by Attorneys Olds & Nie- 
zer, who wrote the brief In the case. 
Discussing the matter this afternoon, 
C. S. Bash expressed his gratification 
at the ruling of the commission, but 
he would go still further. Mr. Bash 
holds thnt there are countless reasons 
why the railroads 
should transport 


fertilizer at n cminal figure, if not en- 
tirely free, for the reason that Its use 
greatly enhances the crop production 
and in this manner the railroads reap 
a very large benefit In increased grain 
shipments.

The at- 
torneys who represented the singer 
in the hearing in the municipal court 
appeared before Judge O'Sulllvan and 
placed their application, sworn to by 
Caruso, In which the details of the 
arrest, the court proceedings and tho 
singer's conviction are recited. It is 
stated In the application that Magis- 
trate Baker committed a legal error 
in visiting the monkey house, giving 
sufficient grounds for a new hearing, 
as he thereby became a witness in 
the case. 


A copy of the 
affidavits 
will 
be 


served on the district attorney and or. 
Magistrate Baker, who under the law 
has ten days in which tp make his re- 
turn. Upon the finding of the magis- 
trate's returns, copies of which must 
be served upon the district attorney 
and on the defendant's counsel for 
Caruso and the district attorney will 
confer and agree upon a (late for the 
hearing of the appeal. 


Caruso is still under nominal bail 


but ex-Judge Dittenhoofer said today 
that he decided to pay the fine under 
protest. This will result In the bail 
being released. 


After conferring with District Attor- 


ney 
Jerome, ex-Jurlge Dittenhoefer 


said he had changed his mind about, 
paying Caruso's fine. He said he 
feared that his client might lose some 
of his rights even if the fine were paid 
under protest. The bail bond will ha 
renewed.

Found Guilty of Heresy. 


Dr. Crapsey's career as a clergyman 


of the Protestant Episcopal church vir 
tually ended May 9 last, when he was 
convicted by the ecclesiastical court 
of western New York, sitting at Ba- 
tavia, of heresy. 
By the verdict of 


the court he Is not 
barred forever 


from the pulpit of the church, how- 
ever, as the finding excluded him "un- 
til auch time as he shall satisfy the 
ecclesiastical authorities that his be- 
lief nnd teaching conform to the apos- 
tles' creed and the Nicene creed." But 
thero is little doubt that Dr. Crapsey 
is determined never to re-enter the 
church which cast him out. 


Directly the verdict 
of the court 


was rendered Dr. Crapsey appealed to 
the ecclesiastical court of review, the 
highest authority o£ the church. This 
court in a decision made public last 
Monday unanimously affirmed the find- 
lug against the clergyman.

WATER AIDS COAL TO BURN. 


Will Not Make the Fuel Last Longer, 


However. 


(Scientific American.) 


It is often asserted that water on 


bituminous coal both aids combustion 
and "makes the coal last." 
House- 


wives, office men who live where this 
coal is used and who are compelled to 
maintain stove or furnace fires, aro 
firm believers, as a rule, in this para- 
dox. That water on coal can not do 
both these people would know if they 
but thoughtfully considered It a min- 
ute. 


The facts are these (and anyone 


may easily verify them): In a light 
Ore, that Is to say, a stove or house 
furnace, water 
sprinkled 
on large 


lump coal really causes It to burn 
more rapidly. It soaks into the strata, 
Into tho porous 
surface 
and being 


there converted Into steam the lump 
Is split Into parts or tho surface be- 
comes corrugated and cavernous, thus 
offering a large area of carbon to the 
active oxygen ot the air. If tho water 
is In excess of the amount which will 
do this It then no longer aids com- 
bustion, but retards It Again, if tho 
coal is fine, a small dampness, noth- 
ing approaching a wetness, however, 
may Increase combustion by holding 
tho particles apart, thus permitting 
tho air to be admitted. 


In short, water on coal favors com- 


bustion, -when it does favor It, only by 
assisting tho oxygen of tho air to find 
more ready access to tho surfaces of 
tbo carbon..

movement. Sit on the floor and lean 
back as far as possible without lying 
flat, the hands partly raised 
before, 


you. Mako a dive forward with hands 
outstretched and touch me toes. This 
should be repeated from six to a dozen 
times. Perhaps no ono movement for 
wearing off adipose tissue is better 
than this. It is recommended by some 
of tho best Instructors In the country. 


A difficult but effective exercise Is to 


He flat, face downward on the floor, 
then slowly raise the body about six 
Inches while the weight rests entirely 
on toes and elbows. It is the bridge 
exercise and, though a severe strain 
at first, can be done with ease after a 
little effort. 


Touching the floor with the hands 


without bending the knees Is a favor- 
ite form of exercise for limbering up 
the waist and 
making ono supple. 


Stand perfectly firm, the arms at the 
side. Slowly raise the hands over the 
head, then, increasing the momentum, 
bend forward from the hips and touch 
the floor with the tips of the fingers. 
After constant practice this can be 
done with apparent ease, and not only 
the tips of the fingers .but the whole 
hand can bo laid on the floor. 


The Delsarte waist line pivot is ex- 


cellent for grace and symmetry. Stand 
firmly, letting the arms 
fall 
loose. 


Bend slowly forward from the waist, 
then sideways, to tho left, to the right 
and back again to the front with a 
circular motion. One of tho finest ex 
erciscs for obtaining a tapering waist 
lino and reducing the hips Is to stand 
erect, then throw the weight of tho 
body forward, touching the floor In 
front with one hand while the other is 
hold firmly orect perpendicularly over 
the body. Another good one Is callpd 
the rocking chair movement. Sit on 
tho floor and hold your knees. Give 
yourself a smart 
swing 
backward, 


then another forward, 
rolling over 


until you touch the floor with the fore- 
head without at any time 
relaxing 


hold on the knees. The strain comes 
on the waist and hips, and tends to 
lake oft flesh in a most remarkable 
way. 


A good hip exercise is to lie flat on 


the floor or the bed and raise one leg 
as high as 
possible. 
This 
sounds 


easy but it will he found to bo a strain 
and must bo taken slowly at first. 
Try the exerciso first with ono leg, 
then the other. The one "must" which 
should be kept well in mind while en- 
deavoring to effect a cure is to bo per- 
sistent and methodical in taking the 
exercises. 
Nothing olso will accom- 


plish the desired result. Drinking wa- 
ter, from eight to ten glasses a day, 
but not at meals. Is a splendid cor- 
rective of too abundant flesh. 
If In 


drinking tho water, the mental sug- 
gestion is kept uppermost, that the 
water is an eliminative force and will 
produce a normal development of the 
body, greater success will attend the 
effort.

Palo Alto, Cal., Nov. 26.—Processor 


T. J. J. See, in charge of the naval ob- 
servatory at Mare Island and profes- 
sor of mathematics In the navy, has 
developed a new theory regarding the 
cause of earthquakes which he be- 
lieves will create a stir in the scientif- 
ic world. In an 
address at Leland 


Stanford university here on Thursday 
night he said: 


"The cause of earthquakes has re- 


mained obscure, and I think you will 
agree with mo that our final object 
will not be attained until we have dis- 
covered the nature of the forces which 
produce these disturbances 
of the 


earth's crust. This alone will enable 
us to reduce 
the 
complicated phe- 


nomena to law and order and to make 
predictions which will in some meas- 
ure contribute to the safety and re- 
pose of mankind, one of the ultimate 
objects of all sciences. 


"Having labored almost incessantly 


during the last six months on the 
cause of earthquakes, I am happy to 
tell that the results reached appear to 
account for all the known facts by the 
most obvious of causes. I purpose, 
therefore, to give you an account of 
the cause of earthquakes. 


"First—The cause of earthquakes is 


the leakage of the ocean beds and the 
formation of steam within or just un- 
der the earth's crust, which explodes 
toward the land, pushing up the moun- 
tains parallel to the seashore, as in 
the Andes. 


"Second—Volcanoes are developed 


when the steam breaks through In this 
process of relief, which may be in a 
crevice, but usually Is at the top of a 
neak, wbero the crust Is broken In the 
upheaval of the mountains. 
The fact 


that all the active volcanoes are situ- 
ated around the seashore or in the sea 
shows that volcanoes depend in some 


way upon the sea, and the additional 
fact, according to Sir Archibald Gel- 
kie, the 939 parts in 1,000 of all the 
vapors emitted by volcanoes in steam 
proves that water seeping down into 
the earth Is the sole cause which sus- 
tains volcanic activity. 


"Third—The fact that mountains 


like the Andes are so exactly parallel 
to the seashore that they too depend 
in some way upon the sea. All moun- 
tains were parallel to the sea when 
they were llrst formed, but In some 
cases the seashore has since receded 
and Is no longer exactly parallel to the 
mountains. When the lava Is expelled 
from under the 
bed ot the sea by 


earthquakes it is pushed under the ad- 
jacent land and breaks the overlying 
strata Into a ridge, which In time be- 
comes a great mountain range parallel 
to the seashore. 


"Fourth—Islands In the 
sea are 


formed in the same way, whether they 
bo small cones, such as arc raised by 


submarine 
eruptions, or 
immense 


ridges, which develop into larger is- 
lands. The sink holes noticed in the 
bed of the sea near certain Islands are 
made by the subsidences of the ocean 
bottom after the 
foundations have 


been underaiined in the elevation of 
the islands. Plateaus are raised up in 
like manner by the injection of steam 
saturated 
lava from 
their several 


sides. 


"Fifth—The 
feeble 
attraction of 


mountains noticed in geodetic opera- 
tions for nearly two hundred years, 
but especially in recent trlangulations 
of the earth's surface, is to be ex- 
plained by the pumice—steam satu- 
rated lava dried up—which Illis the 
mountains and thus renders their at- 
traction unexpectedly small. Pumace 
has great 
strength 
but 
very llttlo 


mass, and while it will support the 
mountains, it makes them attract as if 
they were hollow. 


"Sixth—Great sea waves following 


violent earthquakes usually are due to 
the sinking of tin: sea bottom atter the 
lava lias been expelled in the eleva- 
tion of the adjacent mountains. This 
subsidence of the ocean 
bed with- 


draws the water from the shore In the 
interval 
immediately following the 


earthquake, and when it runs together 
to fill up the depression in the sea bed 
it piles up into an aqueous mountain 
or ridge, which . then subsides and 
Hows back to the shore as a great 
wave to add to the horrors 
of the 


earthquake. 


Actual subsidence of the sea bot- 


tom following this 
1902 eruption of 


Mount Pclce, at Martinique, and In 
numerous soundings necessitated by 
the repair of the ocean cables has 
been repeatedly observed, but hereto- 
fore the cause of the subsidence has 
been quite obscure. 
The real cause 


is that tho sea bottom has been under- 
mined by the expulsion of lava which 
form?rly supported it."

Chlttenden, mother of Mrs. James 
Scott Mitchell, who was found dead 
beaide her husband's body in a room- 
ing house nt Bellevue, O., yesterday 
has been in this city for about two 
weeks conducting a palmist's parlor 
under the name of Grace Courtlandt. 
She said today that she had lost track 
of her daughter for about five years 
until a few weeks ago when she re- 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Mitchell, 
who at the time was in Chicago. Since 
then she had received several letters 


from her daughter- Mrs. Chlttenden 
said there was nothing In the letters 
to indicate possible cause for suicide. 
She stated that Mrs. Mitchell was 
about SO years old and had been trav- 
eling with her husband as a palmist 
under the name of Ollle Courtlandt. 
The permanent homo of the Mitch- 
ells, she said, was in New York city.

Little Biographies sf Big Men. 


On the Ifltb of May, I70U. the groat 


French 
novelist, 
Honore 
Balzac, 
was 


born at Tonrs. France. Ills father was a 
man of some attainments and much origi- 
nality; eccentric, n builder of nlraistles 
and n health fadlst who lived to tho age 
of 8.1. Balzac's mother scorns to have 
been a nervous, excitable woman, stand- 
Ing as dictator In the home and most se- 
vere with bor children. She never quite 
understood her talented son, who In turn 
felt no real tenderness for his mother, 
nnd thero seems to havo been much fric- 
tion between them nfter Honore reached 
man's estate. And yet the natural links of 
blood bound them together, and In later 
life Madnmo Balzac came often to her 
pon's financial aid when he was hounded 
by debt or wished to raise money to 
further some of his wild schemes for 
gaining wealth. We mnst appreciate these 
loans on the part of the mother when wo 
know thnt she was obliged to deny her- 
self the small comforts of life to meet 
ber son's demands, .at times so unreason- 
able. 


As n child Bnlznc concentrated bis af- 


fections on his sister, I.nura, whom ho 
loved almost, to adoration, nnd who re- 
turned his love with a true, sisterly de- 
rotlon nnd helpfulness most beautiful In 
character.

Long Fight of the Brotherhoods Re- 


sults in Victory.

switchman who looked after the inter- 
ests of the switchmen and brakemen 
of the Fort Wayne branch of the Wa- 
bash at the conferences with the Wa- 
bash officials at St. Louis, returned 
home Saturday and made his report 
to the B. R. T. at the meeting yester- 
day afternoon.
